Therule provides guidance in the verification of winning bingo cards. The proposed amendment provides that the use
of bingo equipment manufactured to automatically verify bingo patterns may be used as an aternative to the verifica-
tion of winning bingo patterns. The proposed amendment provides greater flexibility for bingo licensees in conduct-
ing bingo games. Portions of the rule are also rewritten to provide additional clarity. The Department is initiating the
rulemaking as aresult of criticism from bingo licensees.

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9. Thesummary of the economic, small business, and consumer impact:
It is expected that the benefits of the amended rule will be greater than the costs. The amendment of this rule will ben-
efit the public by providing for the use of bingo equipment to automatically verify winning bingo patterns. Thisis
intended to increase the speed of the verification process to allow more games to be conducted, or allow the gamesto
be conducted in a shorter period of time. It may also increase accuracy of the verification of winning bingo patterns.
Thisrule only provides guidance in the application of the statute. The statute provides for the game of bingo and pro-
vides that the Department may supervise its administration and amend rules governing the operating and conducting
of games of bingo and the purchase of equipment. The Department of Revenue, the Governor’'s Regulatory Review
Council, and the Secretary of State’s Office will incur the costs associated with the rulemaking process. Bingo licens-
ees that choose to use machine verification equipment may incur the cost of purchasing the equipment but the rule
does not require this equipment.
